In his call Tor {he 


observance of this clay by considering' and teaching methods 
of preventing fires he alludes sorrowfully lo the recent'burn- 
ing of a school building in Massachusetts, by which the" lives 
of more than twenty children were lost, and correctly adds 
;fhal such a happening emphasizes Ihe importance of doing 
.everything possible to prevent the destruction of life and prop- 
erty, by fire. 
Governor. Walsh calls .attention to government 


... statistics which show that the direct and indirect losses by (ire 


in Hie United Slates every year amount to one billion dollars, 
and adds; "It would be n sacrilege lo even compare the loss 
of millions of wealth \yith the loss,of precious lives. 
But as 


lifers seldom lost by.fire, except as'property burns, il becomes 
our solemn obligation lo protect property that lives may be 
saved." 


No one will take issue with what is. here set forth. All are 


familiar with the dreadfulness of (ire as a destroyer of prop- 
'erjy.a.nd life, and none will question the propriety.of employ- 
ing all means for the prevention of fires. But heectlessness is 
such a marked trait of human nature, especially in this age of 
restlessness and rush, that the prevention of (ires is not given 
1lic attention the subject deserves. 
Cities'and towns appro 


pri.ale liberally for the maintenance of departments to cope 
with fires when they come, but in the matter of preventing 
fires the people are exlremely careless, apparently feeling that 
they have done Iheir full duty when they have established 
competent fire departments and provided for their support. 


A New-England newspaper published a few days ago a re- 


port of the fires in its cily in October, and it was shown {hat 
75 per cent of them were due to carelessness, such as leaving 
matches within reach of children, placing hot ashes in barrels 
and Ihrowing matches and cigar and cigarel stubs among dry 
leaves, etc. 


. Whether the people will ever learn lo practice fire preven- 
tion as they should may be a .question. The observance of 
lire prevention days should.take [heir attention lo some extent 
nt least, and the thing lo remember is that consideration of the 
subject should not be confined, lo one day of (he year. 
If all 


would bear.in mind the necessity of constant guarding against 
one of the greatest dangers'of coinnuinily life there would be 
a vast iniproveinenl in conditions and the annual tables of fire 
losses would be less appalling.

The men who do 
the milking are dressed In white and 
they carefully wash their hands before 
beginning to milk. The milk is filtered 
through two layers of gauzo and a lay- 
er of Absorbent cotton and then goes 
Into the bottles. These bottles .have 
been Htcrlllzed previously. Tho bottled 
milk Is then placed In a i ofrigoratlng 
tank which brings 
the temperature 


down close to the freezing point and 
keeps tt there. From this cold tank, the 
milk goes to the consumer as quickly 
as possible by auto delivery truck.and 
it reaches the mnn who drinks' It; cold 
nnd pure. There Is no bettor milk to 
bo had in New Hampshire than this 
college milk, nnd If all producers took 
lo market this kind of 
milk; 
there 


would bo less disease In the state, nnd 
thero would 
be more 
live, healthy 


babies. 


"Anybody can 
produce 'inspected' 


milk," 
says 
Professor 
Hnsmusscn, 


"without expensive barns or expensive 
equipment. A clean, healthy coXy, clean 
hands and clean utensils are the three 
main features." 


Inspected milk will be produced In 


this state as soon as its value is un- 
derstood and as 30011 as the consumer 
is willing to pay

sulght additional cost for Its produc- 
tion.
